They hed gone first 
to the Federal Building, where 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion has its offices, but, finding 
ci‘ficulty obtaining entrance, they 
drove to police headquarters. 

L. A. Thompson of Cape Girar- 
d-au, Mo., another of the 12 AFL 
lz»or leaders indicted by the fed- 
eral grand jury here on racketeer- 
ing charges, was arrested by FBI 
esents yesterday at Cairo, lll.

NEW YORK, May 18 ‘(AP)—

many. 

Oatis spent 25 months in a 
Prague prison. Czech authorities 
held that he was a spy. Then, sud- 
denly, Saturday, they released

Mrs. Oatis, who greeted her 
husband on his arival; last saw 
him almost three years ago—at 
the air terminal in London on 
June 23, 1950, as he took off for 
his Prague assignment. They had 
been married less than three 
months at the time. 

A -throng of reporters and 
spectators -milled about the air- 
port as the plane arrived. 

Wife Boards Plane. 

Oatis’s. wife, Laurabelle, went 
aboard the plane for a first few 
moments with her husband before 
he went through customs for- 
malities. 

She had flown here yesterday 
from her home in St. Paul, Minn., 
to see the 39-year-old reporter 
at the first possible moment. 

Newsreel and television pho- 
tographers were at the field to 
record Oatis’s arrival. 

Oatis and his wife spent about 
12 minutes toyether aboard the 
plane, then stepped out onto the 
ramp holding hands. 

Oatis looked serious when he 
emerged but broke into a grin 
when he saw the throng of re- 
porters and photographers. 

“Kiss her, kiss her,” shouted 
the photographers. 

“Nope, I already did,” he said, 
shaking his head. 

But they posed smiling, with 
their arms around one another. 

To continued pleas that he kiss 
her, he laughed and said: ‘‘Later.” 

Oatis appeared plrysically in 
good shape, but somewhat taken 
aback at the size of the reception. 
His. hand shook as he waved re- 
peatedly to the onlookers. 

Oatis said in an interview at 
the airport that—from the Czech 
viewpoint—“there was some jus- 
tification” for his arrest. 

“They have a different point of 
view,” he said, comparing news- 
paper work in Czechslovakia and 
the United States. “In that coun- 
try, certain standards of journal- 
ism could amount to espionage.” 

As to just why he was arrest- 
ed, Oatis said: 

“I don’t know. That’s a very 
complicated question.”

| <A full investigation of the acci- 
dent .is being conducted by Civil 
Aeronautics Board and Delta of- 
ficials from Dallas: and Fort 
Worth. No official statement as 
to cause of the crash is expected 
until the inquiry is completed. 

Capt. James E. Beck, U.S.AF., 
a veteran of 50 combat missions 
over Korea and home here on 
leave, said he was at the Mar- 
shall airport when the DC-3 flew 
over, headed for Shreveport. He 
said it was unusually low—‘“only 
about 500 feet up”—and express- 
ed_surprise it did not land at 
Marshall “because it was headed 
straight for a very rough-looking 
black cloud.” 

Discusses Possible Downcast. 

Beck said such a cloud often 
contains a downcast that drops 
a big plane 500 feet in a matter of 
seconds despite a pilot’s efforts. 
If that happened to the Delta 
plane it would have brushed the 
treetops, he said. 

Beck flew jets in Korea but 
qualified as a flyer in the Air 
Force version of the DC-3.

Louis delegation, headed by 
Mayor Raymond R. Tucker, at a 
Senate. subcommittee hearing. 

The group of public officials, 
civic and business leaders from 
St. Louis asked the subcommittee 
on rules administration for ap- 
proval of the Senate bill intro- 
duced by Missouri Senators Sym- 
ington and Hennings which 
would in effect indicate the Fed- 
eral Government's intention to 
carry out the $30,000,000 project. 

It was emphasized that neither 
the Senate measure nor a com- 
panion House bill authorize ap- 
propriations for the project. 

Others in Delegation. 

In addition to Tucker, those 
urging approval of the authoriza- 
tion bill were former St. Louis 
Mayors Aloys P. Kaufmann and 
Bernard F. Dickmann, now post- 
master; United States Attorney 
William W. Crowdus, president of 
the Jefferson National Expansion 
Association; former Missouri Su- 
preme Court Judge James M. 
Douglas; Morton D. May, presi- 
dent of May Department Stores 
Co.; Julian C. Spotts, superin- 
tendent of the memorial; Carl 
F. G. Meyer III, president of 
Meyer Bros. Drug Co.; William H. 
Semsrott, president, Associated 
Retailers of St. Louis, and Charles 
Nagel Jr., director of the Brook- 
lyn Museum and son of one of the 
original founders of the memorial 
association.

“At the moment I am not in a 
position to say what effect new 
weapons will have on the military 
requirements for the Allied com- 
mand in Eyrope,” he said.

PRAVDA CALLS BONN 
PACT NEW BARRIER 
TO REICH REUNITY 


MOSCOW, May 18 (AP) — 
Pravda today described the Bonn 
treaty (German peace contract) 
as a “new barrier on the path of 
the reunification of Germany. 

The official newspaper of the 
Soviet Communist party carried a 
long article from Berlin on the 
Friday action by the West German 
Bundesrat (upper house of parlia- 
ment). That body decided it was 
not competent to pass on certain 
clauses of the Bonn and Paris 
(Europeon Defense Army) trea- 
ties. The Bundesrat thereupon 
ratified the remaining two agree- 
ments under the treaties. 

Pravda ridiculed declarations 
by West German Chancellor KxKon- 
rad Adenauer that the Bonn treaty 
is no hindrance to Germany’s re- 
unification and no threat to peace 
in Europe. 

“The Bonn treaty not only does 
not bring to an end the military 
occupation of Germany, but in- 
Stead broadens it and makes it 
permanent,” Pravda said. 


BRITONS BEGIN 
FINAL EFFORT TO 
TOP MT. EVEREST 


KATMANDU, Nepal, May 18 
(AP)—Reports reaching here to- 
day said a British team of moun- 
tain climbers has begun its final 
assault om wunconquered Mount 
Everest. The try for the top of 
the 29,000-foot peak began under 
00d weather conditions, the re- 
port said.

A bill providing for a record 
high budget of $47,525,215 for 
city operations in the current 
fiscal year was introduced in the 
Board of Aldermen today. 


The board, which had been in 
recess since April 21, will meet 
daily until the budget is ap- 
proved. 


Also ietectucnd was a bill fix- 
ing the tax rate for municipal 
purposes at $1.81 on the $100 as- 
sessed valuation of real estate 
and tangible property. The new 
rate would be 4 cents higher 
than last year, resulfing from a 
higher library tax approved by 
the voters. 

The $47,525,215 budget and the 
$1.81 tax rate were approved re- 
cently by the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment. Receipts for 
the year are estimated at $50,942,. 
187, including $9,000,000 from the 
city earnings tax, which will ex- 
pire early next year unless its 
extension is approved by the Leg- 
islature. 


City departments heads had 
sought $53,081,291 to operate 
their departments in the current 

year. Actual total appropriations 
for all city purposes, under the 
proposed budget, will be $59,221,- 
873, including $5,864,884 for bond 
retirement and $5,314,790 for the 
Water Department, which is self- 
sustaining. 


A bill to appropriate $700,000 
from special airport funds to be 
used for work auxiliary to the 
construction of a new administra- 
tion building at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field also was -ntroduted before

Saud, the 6-foot-5 monarch of 
Saudi Arabia’s vast oil wealth, 
in Maraba palace. 

Dispatches from Riyadh said 
Ibn Saund and his advisers were 
deetrmined to tell Dulles that 
American policy has completely 
alienated the Arabs. 

Before his departure yesterday 
from Beirut, Lebanon, the Leban- 
ese parliamentary foreign affairs 
committee told Dulles that Amer- 
ica must remove from its mind 
any possibility of (Arab) peace 
with Israel. 
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The committee's statement rep- 


resented the lLebaftese parlia+ 
ment’s official views of Mid-East 
problems. 

After complaining about Amer- 
ican lack of sympathy for Arab 
nationalism and the United States 
contribution to uprooting Pales- 
tine Arabs from their homes, the 
statement presented a seven-point 
“solution for the outstanding 
problems blocking Arab-American 
friendship.” 

1. The United States must rec- 
ognize that peace between the 
Arabs and Israel “can never take 
place.” ’ 

2. The United States must com- 
pel Israel to implement the dif- 
ferent United Nations resolutions 
regarding Palestine and until this 
is done the United States must 
see that Arab refugees have more 
help than hitherto granted. 

3. The United States must in- 
fluence Israel to halt “the en- 
forced and artificial immigration 
of Jews into Palestine.’ The com- 
mittee charged this excessive im- 
migration into Israel constitutes 
a threat to peace and security. 

4. The Arab states cannot ac- 
cept the Middle East defense 
system prepared by states havinr 
no direct relation to ihe Arab 
east. The Arabs feel it their right 
and duty to defend the area with 
their own mutual security pact, 
but would accept‘aid from friends 
when needed. « .

(Tito) Broz expressed conviction 
& that the dangers of 
World War III have decreased. 


Speaking at an anniversary 
celebration of the formation of 
the sixth Slovene Partisan Corps 
in World War Il, he applauded 
British Prime Minister Churchill’s 
speech last week urging big-pow- 
er talks. He referred to Church- 
ill’s speech as “one. of the most 
important in recent years.” 

While voicing his approval of 

-power talks, Tito held out a 
tine reservation: that the talks 
should be held foadiscussion only, 
to “feel the pulse of world opin- 
fon, but for no final decision.’ 

_ “Tt would be fatal,” he said, 
“if the big powers 
decide about the fate of small 
countries.” 


In an hour-long speech before 
a crowd officially estimated at 
300,000 Tito voiced scorn for Ital- 
jan politics in general and in par- 
ticular for Italy’s claim for per- 
manent acquisition of all of the 
free territory of Trieste, strategic 
Adriatic port. He e 
Yugoslavia’s firm determination 
against granting Italy another 
inch of Trieste territory. 

“We are telling them that here 
is a hard nut to crack,” he de- 
clared., “They will .break not 
only their teeth, but their heads 


also. 

Long before dawn, special 
trains, trucks, buSses and even 
orse-drawn carts began collect- 
ing the audience from outlying 
villages. As Tito spoke, fighter 
planes roared over the assembly, 


sometimes drowning out his 
words, obviously much to his 
annoyance.

The final part of Tito’s address 
was devoted to domestic prob- 
lems, chiefly to the government's | 
detision last week to limit indivi- 
dual peasant land holdings to 25 
acres, about half the amount pre- 
viously permitted.

GEN, WICULAE RADESCU DIES; 
FORMER PREMIER OF ROMANIA 


NEW YORK, May 18 (AP)— 
Gen. Niculae Radescu, former 
prime minister of Romania and a 
leader of the Romanian resistance 
against Soviet Communism, died 
Saturday at Doctors Hospital. He 
was 77 years old. He had lived in 
New York since 1947, and had 
been president of the League of 
Free Romanians. 

Gen. Radescu served in World 
War I as a major in the Romanian 
army and won distinction in fight- 
ing with the Allies. Promoted to 
major general in 1930, he resigned 
three years later as a protest 
against King Carol’s dictatorial 
tendencies. 

His protests against Hitler’s oc- 
cupation of Europe caused him 
to be sent to a concentration 
camp, where he spent more than 
a year. Late in 1944 he was called 
on to head & Romanian coalition 
government, When the Red army 
finally took over he found refuge 
for a time in the British legation 
in Bucharest, and in June 1946 
he fled the country.

The report, said to be the first 
over-all examination of manpower 
resources and requirements in 
important scientific and profes- 
sional areas, ‘surveyed the under- 
developed areas of human abili- 
ties with a view to determining 
what could and should be done by 
various governmental and private 
agencies during the cold war pe- 
riod. Special chapters were de- 
voted to engineers, physicists, 
teachers and physicians. The re- 
port noted that it was “explora- 
tory and not definitive.” Its 
recommendations. were general 
rather than specific and it called 
for a continuing study of a prob- 
lem about which information is 
still “grossly inadequate.” 

Demanded by Leadership. 

The recurring theme was that 
America’s position of world lead- 
ership demanded long-range na- 
tional action transcending narrow 
interests of special groups to in- 
sure a proper supply of highly 
trained manpower. 

It found that “the counfry’s 
economic and social well-being 
and its continued progress depend 
to a striking degree on a small 
group of men and women,” spe- 
cifically the 155,000 scientists who 
today constitute only two-tenths 
of 1 per cent of the working pop- 
ulation. It said that only 15,000 
of this group were devoting them- 
selves to fundamental research 
essential to opening “new fron- 


tiers of knowledge.” The need for | 5 


experts, it predicted, would in- 
crease rather than decrease, even 
in the event of a recession or de- 
pression. 

After recounting what could be 
done, the report concluded that it 
was “necessary to develop a more 
positive and sympathetic climate 
for intellectual endeavors” by able 
young men and women, 

Intellectuals Not Esteémed. 

“The attitudes of society toward 
the work of scientists and profes- 
sional persons,” it said, “are ex- 
tremely importast. Many of the 
professions, most notably medi- 
cine and law, have long been 
highly regarded in the United 
States. Belief in the social and 
economic worth of a college edu- 
cation is widely held by Ameri- 
cans. Yet, intelluctual endeavor 
and intellectuals themselves are 
not very highly esteemed and oe- 
casionally are even somewhat 

suspect. 

“Enjoyment of the goods and 
services which science and tech- 
nology make possible has not 
been accompanied by high regard 
for the men and women who are 
responsible for scientific discov- 
eries and their application. No 
other nation maintains as large 
a college and university structure, 
but the term ‘professor’ has in- 
vidious overtones in the United 
States, and the most eminent 
scholar enjoys neither the sal- 
ary nor the prestige of the lead- 
ing football coach. It is not with- 
out significance that ‘brain trust’ 
is a term of opprobrium rather 
than praise. The salaries of in- 
dustrial research directors, it may 
be added, compare poorly with 
those of vice presidents in charge 
of sales.”

What this would mean was sketched in consid- 
erable detail in Sunday's Post-Dispatch.

Decreases in allotments to the city’s hospitals 
might cost them their present standing, making 
it impossible for them to recruit interns. Ambu- 
lance, out-patient and X-ray services would have 
to be curtailed. The number of employes would 
have to come down. All of which would mean 
more preventable sickness and death in St. Louis. 

This would be aggravated by the necessity of 
closing perhaps two of the city's five health cen- 
ters which have been doing so much to keep 
down -the infant death rate. Here we do not con- 
sider the curtailment of such services as gar- 
bage collection and smoke control which have at 
least a secondary bearing on the health problem. 
Nor do we stress street repairs, park main- 
tenance, playgrounds, swimming pools and the 
like, All this is anything but the way of prog- 
ress. 

The satisfying fact is that, in general, the 
city government has not been wasteful. That is 
why cuts would really hurt. Also the reduc- 
tion in municipal income would have an adverse 
effect on the city’s credit—already somewhat 
damaged by recurring deficits. It would become 
exceedingly difficult to float bond issues—even 
self-liquidating bond issues—for the plaza im- 
provement project, off-street parking facilities, 
expressways and other items for the commu- 
nity’s continued growth and prosperity. 

That is why Mayor Tucker and other civic 
personalities deserve full support in their appeal 
to Gov. Donnelly for a special legislative session 
to extend the earnings tax. It would help if 
citizens made it clear that the Mayor is speaking 
for them. Or they can let their city sink deeper 
and deeper in decay.

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The Logjam That Wasn’t There 

Tuesday will mark the end of the second 
week since the Senate passed the offshore-oil 
bill. 

In these two weeks, the Senate has not passed 
a single bill of major consequence. It adopted 
some measures on a “call-of the calendar”— 
mostly private bills affecting a single citizen’s 

“claim against the Government, which seldom 
require debate or even a roll call. But no piece 
of major legislation has yet come to vote. 

We cite this record for one purpose only—to 
ask whatever became of that great logjam of 
important legislation which Senator Taft, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, and some news agencies said 
was being blocked by the debate on offshore oil? 
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St. Louis’s Sunday Afternoon 

For several years there has been a marked 
interest in books dealing with religious and 
spiritual t es. At times novels with religious 
backgrounds have led the fiction list while the 
non-fiction best sellers were books designed to 
help readers find the way to a more satisfactory 
personal life through spiritual aid.

St. Louisans can have their pick of several 
good reasons for looking over the spee¢ial displays 
of imported goods which will be shown in sev- 
eral of the stores this week.

Thé U.N. plan provided that at the end of 90 
days’ custody the disposition of prisoners still 
unwilling to be repatriated should be taken up 
at the political conference on Far Eastern ques- 
tions which our Government has agreed to con- 
vene; it provided that if this conference failed 
to reach agreement in 30 days, the problem 
would then be settled by the United Nations, 


which would meanwhile remain in charge of the / 


prisoners. But the United States now proposes 
that all such prisoners shall simply be set free, 


without reference either to a political confer- - 


ence or to the United Nations. 

Such radical differences between the Amer- 
ican proposals and the U.N. proposals which 
our Government once accepted give Canada, 
Britain and India full title to ask why the 
United States has departed from the formula 
laid down by 54 nations. The Communist pro- 
posals do not meet all requirements of that 
formula either, and it is quite proper in nego- 
tiation to insist that they do. But our negotiators 
have no moral ground to stand on when they 
themselves ignore the considered judgment of 
the U.N. General Assembly whose will they are 
supposed to represent. : - & 


Stull Time 

President Eisenhower has decided to postpone 
his signing of the offshore-oil bill until later in 
the week. This is a surprise turn as White 
House Press Secretary Hagerty announced Sat- 
urday that the bill would be signed Monday. 

The explanation given out at the White House 
is that plans are under way to make quite a cere- 
mony out of the signing. Extra time is being 
taken to enable several interested persons to be 
present. Yet until the name of Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower actually goes on the biggest giveaway in 
the history of the United States there is hope 
that he will finally deeide against it. 

Between now and his disposition of the bill 
the President ought somehow to find the two 
minutes needed to read the speech of Senator 
George D. Aiken, delivered May 5. This speech, 
in which the Vermont Republican announced 
why he would vote against the giveaway bill, is 
reprinted on this page. : 

Senator Aiken makes the case that the give- 
away is wasteful of the people's heritage, that 
it is unconstitutional, but above all he appeals 
to the conscience of every American, including 
the President of the United States.

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Burma Remains a Trouble Zone 

What is Chiang Kai-shek doing to implement 
his promised co-operation in effecting withdraw- 
al of Chinese Nationalist guerrillas from Burma? 
And what are we doing to see that Chiang’s 
government keeps that promise? 

Persistent reports from Rangoon Indicate the 
guerillas not only are still active in the Bur- 
mese corridor paralleling the Thailand border, 
but that they are receiving additional supplies 
of heavy weapons. True, the reports originate 
with the Burmese. But it may be significant that 
there have been no denials from Formosa. Wash- 
ington has Been silent, too. 

To most Asians it has been clear that the guer- 
rilla effort in Burma would have collapsed of 
its own weight without support from Formosa. 
It also has been clear that’ pressure from this 
country would force Chiang to give up the 
ghost in Burma. The continued activity of the 
Nationalist guerrillas is not going te hurt Chi- 
ang, who is already thoroughly discredited in 
Free Asia. How many friends it will win for us 
is something else again. 
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Pass the Wire-Tapping Bill 

‘A few months ago the current session of the 
Missouri Legislature, no matter what its faults, 
seemed destined for national recognition. When 
the United States Supreme Court all but invited 
the states to enact statutes legalizing wire-tap- 
ping, Jefferson City repudiated the suggestion 
and re-affirmed Missouri's belief in the funda- 
mental American civil liberties, particularly the 
right of privacy. Or so it seemed. 

Following the considered conclusion of the 
St. Loulg Bar Association and other lawyers of 
the state that the evils of this “dirty business” 
far outweighed its limited advantages in police 
work, the State Senate passed a bill specifically 
prohibiting the practice, In due course, a House 
committee recommended adoption of the Senate 
bill. But largely because of a purely technical 
amendment suggested by the Telephone Com- 

ny, the bill is now on the shelf and seems des- 
tined ‘to expire with the session. 

“The legislators may have done about all that 
they will do before their new May 31 deadline, 
but a little zeal in the House could still rescue 
this anti-wire-tapping bill. Its. adoption would 
make up for more than a few shortcomings, Or 
ig this going to be another Jefferson City story 
of “almost but not quite”? if OY

On the eve of the vote on the offshore- 
oil bill, which now awaits President Fisen- 
hower’s signature, Senator George « D. 
Aiken of Vermont told the United States 
Senate May 5 how he had examined his 
conscience and why he was going to vote 
against the bill. 


MR. AIKEN. Mr. President, like every- 
one else I am happy to see this debate 
come to a close. 

It has been conducted upon a high level, 
having been handied admirably by lead- 
ers on both sides of the question. 

The senior Senator from Florida (Mr. 
Holland) and the junior Senator from 
Texas (Mr. Daniel), and the other pro- 
ponents of the joint resolution, have han- 
died their side of the case skillfully and, 
at times, convincingly. 

However, in the final analysis, the de- 
termination of how one will vote on an 
important matter 
such as this must be 
reached in one’s own 
mind. 


After hearing both 
sides of the question 
Deing presented ably 
and thoroughly, as 
they have been, 
have asked myself 
these questions: 


First, has Con- 
gress the authority

to the Federal Government? 
I have read carefully the ~testimony 


given 7 the Attorney. General of the 
United States before the Committee on 
Interior and Insular Affairs, and I believe 
that Mr. Brownell cast sufficient doubt 
upon the autharity of Congress to dispose 
of those lands to warrant a great deal of 
hesitation before vdting to do so. 

The second question I have asked myself 
is this: If we assume that Congress does 
have the authority to dispose of these 
lands and quitclaim them to the -States, is 
such disposal of the lands being made on 
a fair and equitable basis? 

When I ask that question, I think of all 
the other States where there are Federal 
lands, Federal domain, particularly our 
Western States. and I realize that the in- 
come to the States where the lands are 
located, from leases and royalties on 
minerals and oil lands in those States, is 
restricted to 37% per cent. : 

It ig planned, under Senate Joint Reso- 
lution 13, to give to the coastal States 100 
per cent of the income from such re- 
sources. 

Certainly if the coastal States are en- 


titled to 100 per cent of the income from 
the undersea lands, then the inland States 
are entitled to equitable treatment. 


The third question and perhaps the most 
important, is this: 

Is the effort to transfer the undersea oil 
lands from Federal ownership to the own- 
ership of the States a prelude to further 
raids upon natural resources of the United 
States by interested groups of people? 


For many years there has been building 
up in. this country a determination on the 
part of certain groups to acquire the nat- 
ural resources of the United States which 
have always belonged to all the people. 


I think in particular of the plan to raid 
or to seize Niagara Falls. The efforts now 
being made to grav the power from the 
St. Lawrence development, so that instead 
of all the people getting the benefits, a 
very few will receive the profits. I think 
of the proposals to dispose of great pub- 
lic power plants, such as Boulder Dam, 
Bonneville, Grand Coulee, and even the 
TVA, and I wonder where we may be 
headed in that respect. - 


Other groups would take unto them- 
selves the forests on our publicly owned 
lands and all the minerals to be found 
thereon. 

Mr. President, I am convinced. that this 
great effort, this great raid, will reach its 
climax very soon. 

I believe that President Eisenhower will 
soon be .under greater pressure to permit 
the raiding of natural resources than any 
other President has been put under for a 
generation. 

May God give him the wisdom and the 
strength to turn back the spoilers when 
they come to the White House seeking 
acquiescence in their plans. 

I hope the wee, small voice of conscience 
may speak to each and every Member of 
Congress, reminding us of the sacred duty 
which we have to protect the heritage 
which properly belongs to our country and 
to posterity, and which has been entrusted 
to our keeping. 

The fourth question I ask myself Is: 

Do we, by claiming ownership of the 
land under the salt water beyond the his- 
toric three-mile distance, and the right to 
dispose of this land, recognize the right 
of other countries to do the same? 

If we do, the effect of the passage of the 
pending joint resolution may result in clos- 
ing great areas of the sea which previously 
have been o

So, Mr. President, because I am unable 
to justify disposal of the undersea lands

TURE, edited by Stanley Romaine Hopper. (Harper

Back in the dim distant past—

Every crossroads speaker could 
count on a cheer by denouncing 
British imperialism.

What is the favorite dessert of the 
men in your family? Chances are that 
it is apple pie. And don’t forget the 
cheese—it lends a nippy flavor as well 
as a fancy touch. Try cutting cheddar 
cheese slices in such shapes as: hearts, 
crescents or diamonds with a coékie or 
biscuit cutter. Or, if the pie is to be 
served warm, cut thin strips of cheese 
and arrange over the top crust in a 
lattice desagn, then place the pie in a 
moderate oven (350 degrees F.) until 


the cheese begins to melt. 
Spicy Apple Pie. 

Six to eight tart apples. 

Three-fourths cup sugar. 

Two tablespoons flour. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

One teaspoon cinnamon. 

Pastry for nine-inch two-crust pie. 

One tablespoon butter or margarine. 

Peel, core and slice apples. Blend. 
sugar, flour, salt and spice and mix 
with the fruit. Line a nine-inch pie 
pan with half of the pastry. Roll re- 
maining pastry for top crust. 

Cut a pattern in the shape of asmall 
apple from heavy paper. Make a ring 
of apple cutouts on pastry by cutting 
around the pattern with a sharp knife. 
Remove pastry apple cutouts and set 
aside. Place fruit in lined pie pan 
and dot with butter. Moisten edge of 


lower crust, lift top crust earefully and ° 
place over apples. . 

Trim edges one-half inch larger than 
pan and fold under lower pastry, press- 
ing firmly together. Decorate rim with 
tip of teaspoon. Replace pastry apples 
in top crust in the same places from 
which they were cut. 

Bake in a very hot oven, 450 de- 
grees, for 10 minutes. Reduce heat to 
moderate, 350 degrees, and bake 45 to 
20 minites longer, or until pastry is 
browned and apples are tender. 

If you prefer to serve the pie with 
a hot, spicy sauce instead of with 
cheese garnishes, combine one-half cup 
sugar with one tablespoon cornstarch, 
one-half teaspoon cinnamon,. one- 
fourth teaspoon nutmeg. Add one cup 
boiling water; eook over low heat 
until thickened and clear. Add one 
teaspoon vanilla and serve hot over pie. 

Here is a quick dessert that is a lit- 
tle out of the ordinary. 

' Pear Ambrosia. 

One four-ounce package vanilla pudding 
mix. Two cups milk. One-third cup straw- 
berry or cherry jam. Two cups diced, 
fresh or canned pears. One cup ready-to- 
eat bran. Qne-third cup brown sugar. Two 
tablespoons butter or margarine. One tea- 
spoon cinnamon. 

Prepare vanilla pudding according 
to package directions. Cool. Put one 
tablespoon jam in bottom of each sher- 
bet glass ; add spoonful of pears ; cover 
with vanilla pudding. 

Heat bran, brown sugar, butter and 
‘cinnamon in heavy frying pan until 
sugar is melted, stirring constantly. 
Remove from heat. Sprinkle crumbled 
bran mixture over puddings just be- 
fore serving. Top with sweetened 
whipped cream. Yield: six servings.

It took force to get the farmer 
into co-operatives and mutual aid 
teams—a step toward pooling of 
resources to increase production 
for the state. The farmer made 
no secret of his fear and dislike 
of collectivism. 


In areas where there were not 
many big landlords in the first 
place, the Red reform resulted 
in the displacement of one set 
of farmers by another larger set. 
In such areas the “Communist 
reform was bloody and not too 
successful. It isn’t easy to take 
land from a working farmer. 

In these areas the Reds created 
farms that are wuneconomically 
small. In Kwangtung province 
they announced they had distri- 
buted 4,000,000 mow of land (a 
mow is one-sixth of an acre) to 
4,800,000 peasants. 


The result was that farm fam- 


to live. There was much migra- 
tion to the cities. 

Faced » this situation, the 
farmer “t work his land un- 
til assured it wouldn't be taken 
from him. He shied away from 
co-operatives except as a means 
of buying cbeap fertilizer.

TIME TO HARNESS

Dr. Hynek proposes several sys- 
tems to convert solar energy, 
which, he says, will have to be 
used eventually for human needs. 
_ “It will have to take the place 
/of the earth’s natural resources, 
such as coal and petroleum which 
will be exhausted many millions 
of years before any very great 
| change occurs in the sun’s radia- 
_tion,’ Dr. Hynek explained. 
| One of the systems the scientist 
| suggested consisted of a “black 
| hemisphere, mounted on a tower 
and serving as an energy collec- 
tor.” He said it “could supply 
modest power needs at a relative- 
_ly small cost.” 

An array of mirrors would be 
mounted at the base of the tower 
to reflect the sun’s rays to the 
black “receiver” atop the tower. 
The heat thus developed would 
convert water into steam.

Dangerous Foods 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


EEP hard-to-chew peanuts, seeds and raw foods away 
K tom children under five if you would prevent serious 

prolonged illnesses and even death. Youngsters five years 
“old and younger haven't yet learned how to chew hard foods. 
They can easily suck them into lungs or bronchial tubes, ec- 
cording to Dr. George J. Baylin, professor of radiology at 
Duke University. 

Nuts and hard vegetables are the most dangerous They 
break into small bits once they are pushed into the lung, 
making them very difficult to remove Such complications as 
pneumonia or lung collapse may result from these accidents. 
Death can come from secondary infection or from actual 
blockage of the large air tubes into the lung.

PARENTS OR BABY-SITTERS are the real offenders. 
They offer youngsters peanuts, a piece of apple or some other 
goody ‘as a “reward” for good behavior, This fact is based 
on a survey made by Dr. Baylin. 

Peanuts most commonly go down the wrong way and 
require emergency treatment Next most frequent are water- 
melon and orange seeds, corn and popcorn, pecans, and such 
raw foods as potatoes, corn, turnips and apples, (This survey 
was made in North Carolina where the eating of raw potatoes 
and turnips is probably more common than in other areas.) 

Children five years old and younger can swallow most 
soft foods without trouble. When they try to chew hard foods, 
there always is danger that they may inhale the food by 
talking, laughing or crying while eating. 

The usual symptoms are immediate choking and a blue 
skin; then the child seems to improve. Within a few days or a 
week, a serious siege of coughing or wheezing and occasional 
fever may begin. : ; 

Though the child may cough up the offending foods, in 
some cases coughing may drive them even deeper into the 
dung or bronchial tubes.

. DOCTORS CAN REMOVE some of these inhaled objects 
with a bronchoscope, a long tube through which the material 
can be plucked out under direct vision of the doctor. 

In one case, it was necessary to use the bronchoscope 25 
times before all foreign matter was removed, The boy patient 
required hospital treatment for four months. 

The hard foods listed are fibrous; they are dangerous 
because they are not soluble in water. Hard candies, on the 
other hand, don’t cause damage unless a whole chunk goes 
down the windpipe. Tiny pieces of hard sugar candies will 
dissolve in a few hours in the mucous secretions. 

This kind of childhood accident is one of the most nced- 
less of all. Parents should make every effort to keep children 
from putting such things into their mouths. Parents and baby- 
sitters should avoid giving the small fry such foods that don’t 
belong in their diets anyway.

RENDA, who is rapidly approaching the age when oppor- 
smite for marriage begin to dwindle, wants to know 

what’s the matter with her. She’s one of the several hun- 
dred thousand superior and relatively young women on this 
continent who want to marry; but, with the age of 30 just 
around the corner (either ahead or behind) nothing happens.

Drilling Holes in Masonry. 


HE average home contains a 

good deal of masonry in one 

form or another and sooner 
or later you'll probably run into 
a situation where the thing you 
need most of all is a hole of one 
size or another through a ma- 
sonry wall. This can be done in 
several ways. 

The standard method of drilling 
holes in masonry is with a star 
drill. You tap the drill with a 
hammer and rotate it slightly after 
each blow. The point is designed 
in such a fashion that it will make 
a nice clean hole through such ma- 
terials as concrete block, cinder 
block, brick and poured concrete. 
These drills come in a variety of 
sizes so you can make just about 
any size hole you need. 

A somewhat faster way to drill 
a hole is to use a power drill 
with a special masonry twist drill. 
Small holes in masonry can be 
made using the standard little % 
in. drill but if you have something 
on the big size it’s best to rent 
or borrow the larger 4 in. heavy 
duty power drill. 

When you run across a project 
that involves making holes in 
poured concrete several inches or 
more in thickness you may find 
that most of the smaller masonry 
drills just aren’t large enough to 
do the job. On these big projects 
your best bet is to rent a specially 
designed masonry drill outfit 
which won’t cost very much for 
a day or so and will save you 
hours in time and effort.

How It Started

That Werd “Grotesque.” 


O understand “grotesque,” we 
T have to go to “grotto,” which 

is a more or less common word 
with us today, but which comes 
from the Italian form whence 
“grotesque” came into French 
and English. 

“Grotto” derives from the Latin 
“crypta,” rooted in a word mean- 
ing “to conceal.” “Crypta” an- 
ciently designated a subterranean 
passage, a vaulted cavern, In the 
late _Latin of medievel times, 
“crypta" became “grupta,” and 
then “grotta” or “grotto.” 

Now as to the connection be- 
tween the “grotto” and “gro- 
tesque” in the sense of strange 
or fantastic. Archaeologists num- 
ber among their most exciting 
finds the cave decorations of re- 
mote antiquity, as well as the 
painting and other ornamentation 
with which men im historic pe- 
riods embellished underground 
passages or vaults. For example, 
in the latter instance, we have the 
mural painting in Egyptian tombs. 

In human history, all the way 
down the line, the foreign was 
strange, the unfamiliar peculiar. 
And so the strange figures or 
scenes found in the “grotto” of 
remote times were “grotesque”— 
fantastic!

There are at least three stages 
in every quarrel: 

Stage One: At the beginning of 
the battle. there is often irrita- 
bility and nagging on the part of 
the person who is the agressor. 
If the husband is the aggressor, 
the tension expresses itself in 
growling, griping, and critical 
comments on the sloppy house, 
the overdone steak, or the bill 
from the hairdresser. The aggres-

* 
TAGE Two is often the battle 
royal iself. It consists of “lay- 
the cards on the table,” 
accusation with accusa- 
tion, arguing, cajoling, wisecrack- 
ing. This stage may be 
matter of minutes, and again it 
may last in non-violent form for 
two hours into the night, depend- 
ing on the issues and the nature 
of the tensions. 

Stage Three begins as the ag- 
gressor feels a let-up in his ten- 
sions and communicates that fact 
to the other by offers of peace. 
The defendant may, by this time, 
have built up tensions himself 
and may be unwilling to kiss and 
make up. Pride, hurt feelings, 
and resentment hold over in un- 
finished conflicts, and although 
the battle may be over the war 
never really ends. Silent conflict 
frequently continues after the 
open battling has subsided. Skilled 
couples prefer the third stage to 
any other, because it brings the 
release of tension and a glorious 
feeling that. the world is right 
and marriage is “swell.” For these 
couples conflict is not something 
to fear, but something to use to 
strengthen their relations when 
tensions arise. 

What is open to the couple who 
find themselves in a panic be- 
cause their blow-ups become so 
frequent? The most severe con- 
flicts require help from an able 
psychiatrist. 

Quarreling which has departed 
from issues to belabor the persorf 
can be halted only by a skilled 
third party. Marriage guidance 
clinics accept just such cases, 
helping the couple to accomplish 
that which they were unable to 
do themselves. 

Fortunately, not so many 
couples are burdened with 
quarrels which get far out of 
hand. Much of conflict is sd nat- 
ural and so much a part of living 
that it need not cause panic. The 
wise couple learns to recognize 
the source of their differences 
early.

North’s action of going past the 
three-no-trump level with his 
miserable hand and flat distribu- 
tion was not to be commended— | 
three no-trump over South's club 
rebid would have been much more 
logical. 

West opened the jack of clubs, 
and on sight of dummy South 
saw that he would have to guess 
which of two finesses to try — 
the spade or the diamond. (Obvi- 
ously, dummy had only one entry, 
due to the extremely low rank 
of its trumps). 

After due thought, South ex- 
tracted West’s trumps (while East 
discarded two low diamonds) then 
went to dummy with a heart and 
led the spade jack. When East 
played the four-spot, however, de- 
clarer went right up with the 
king. He cashed the spade ace 
and the ace-queen of hearts, then 
exited with the spade ten, West, 
thrown on lead, could return 
nothing better than a diamond, 
and this of course went up to 
South's major tenace. 

Declarer’s decision to play the 
spade jack from dummy instead 
of taking the diamond finesse was 
based on sound reasoning. If East 
had the spade queen, he could 
not know exactly what South's 
problem was, and would probably 
feel that he should cover the 
spade jack and hope that West 
held at least the ten-spot, (South, 
holding the ten, knew that East 
could not know where it was). 
East's failure to cover the spade 
jack, then, could be taken as 
some evidence that he lacked the 
spade queen, and so the strip-and 
throw-in play became the most 
propitious plan.

Ingredients: For the filling— 
% cup sugar, three tablespoons 
cornstarch, % teaspoon salt, one 
8-ounce can 
crushed pineapple (undrained), 
one tablespoon lemon juice, one 
tablespoon butter or margarine. 
For the base—% cup butter or 


margarine (soft), one cup firmly 
packed brown sugar, one cup sift- 
ed flour, % teaspoon salt, 14% 
cups shredded coconut. 

Method: For the filling—Mix 
%4 cup sugar, cornstarch, % tea- 
spoon salt, and pineapple in a 
small saucepan; bring to a boil. 
Cook and stir constantly until 
thick and clear, about 5 minutes. 
Remove from heat and stir in 
lemon juice and one tablespopn 
butter. 

For the base—Cream % cup 
butter and one cup brown sugar; 
add flour, 4% teaspoon salt and 
coconut. Mix with fingers until 
crumblike. Press one-half of 
crumb mixture firmly 
greased and floured nine-inch 
square baking pan. Spread pine- 
apple filling evenly over surface. 
Cover with remaining crumbs; 
press top layer down firmly. Bake 
in moderate (350 degree F.) oven 
35 minutes or until golden brown.

Place pan on wire cake rack to 
cool. Cut into 24 bars and remove 
with spatula.

F YOU study a rhinoceros at ay 


|: zoo or circus, you will have 


trouble in seeing hair on its 
hide. Gazing closely, you may 
observe a little hair at the end 
of the tail, or at the edges of the | 
ears, but you will fail to see hair | 
on the body unless you happen 
to be looking at one of the rare 
Sumatran rhinos. 

The Sumatran rhinoceros 
(sometimes called the “hairy- 
eared rhino”) has ears which are 
covered with thick hair. A thin 
coat of brown hair covers its 
body, and its legs as well. Rhinos 
of this kind run wild on the 
islands of Sumatra and Borneo, 
‘also on the oe pee. 


THINGS WERE different in 
the rhinoceros family long ago. 
Then there were rhinos which 
were covered with thick hair and 
which roamed far and wide over 
the earth. They were common in 
parts of Europe and Asia, and 
also existed in Alaska. 

You may_ask how we know that 
the bodies of those rhinos were 
covered with hair. They died 
out before men started to write 
down facts about animals, and 
their bones fail to show an 
about their hair.
